The U. S. Chamber of Commerce points out that in the 
transportation industry, you have to make $3 before taxes 
to net $1. The estimated 1951 transportation tax load of 
$2.5 billion was more than twice the year's net income of 
$1.2 billion for the transportation industry. 





The solution: The Chamber recommends an economy drive 
in the government. 


For Sawyer, a 60-member transportation council. 
Commerce Secretary's idea is to get a reaction from 
the industry when it comes to legislating for or against 
transportation. The council is made up of six air trans- 
portation men, six from inland waterways, six from ocean 
Shipping, six from railroads, twelve from shippers, six 
from the trucking industry, and fifteen “at large" represen- 
tatives. 





Sawyer wants the council to advise him on legislation 
now pending as well as matters requiring legislation. Sup- 
posedly he would then represent the entire transportation 
industry before Congress. 


Some industry men in Washington feel that it's just 
another Commerce Department step to bring all transportation 
activities under the Secretary of Commerce ... more gov- 
ernment supervision and control of all forms of trans- 
portation. 


Supreme Court is going to hear the leasing case. 

The proceedings, now docketed as Case No. 647, will 
not go to hearing before October, 1952. Before the end 
of the year there should be a ruling on the truck leasing 
rules prescribed in ICC Docket Ex Parte MC-43. 





So far, the ICC has won two lower court rulings: in 
Alabama and Indiana. 


Meanwhile, the effective date of the regulations has 
been indefinitely postponed pending disposition by the 
Supreme Court.

« « « only 43 states and the District of Columbia have 
to get in the act now, and we'd have a start toward getting 
the U. S. out of the traffic muddle. 





There's a change in outlook toward industry advisory 
committees. New regulations on the appointment and 
operation of industry advisory committees have been is- 
sued by the DTA. The new administrative order has the 
effect of terminating all previously established DTA 
industry advisory committees. 

Purpose of the new order: to point out that indus- 
try advisory committees function in an advisory capacity 
only and are not clothed with any government authority. 





Highway steel picture is improving daily. 

Third quarter allocations of structural steel to 
the Bureau of Public Roads were more than double those 
of the first quarter. The July-September figure was 
125,000 tons. Public Roads has the highest advance 
percentage allotment for the fourth quarter. They can 
draw up to 85 per cent of their allocations. 

This means a number of highway projects will get 
the green light. Chances are that no highway job 
will be held up for lack of steel by year's end. 





Chairman Johnson has added another score to his record 
of "by request" transportation bills. The Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee head, on April 10, introduced a substi- 
tute to pending Senate Bill 2362 “by request" of R. J. 
McBride, secretary of the ATA's regular Common Carrier Con- 
ference. 

It's got the ATA Private Carrier Conference and the 
National Council of Private Motor Truck Owners “hoppin' mad!* 

The move starts a new "rat race" that most people 
thought settled when the Supreme Court threw out 
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New “Mr. 


Transportation” 


Oh! No, Not That 
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the common carriers’ effort to reverse the ICC's support 
of the "principal business" ruling in determining what is 
a private carrier. The Supreme Court decision against 
common carriers was handed down in the much publicized 
Lenoir-Schenley-Brook cases. The "stinger" is in the 
phrase "but not for compensation" at the end of the pro- 
posed redefinition of private carrier in the Interstate 
Commerce Act. It reads: 


"The term ‘private carrier of property by 

motor vehicle’ means any person not included 
in the terms ‘common carrier by motor vehicle’ 
or ‘contract carrier by motor vehicle,’ who or 
which transports in interstate or foreign 
commerce by motor vehicle property of which 
such person is the owner, lessee, or bailee, 
when such transportation is for the purpose of 
advancing and fostering a non-transportation 
business but not for compensation." 





Scott - "Mr. Transportation?* 

Jack Garrett Scott was scheduled to get the title 
"Mr. Transportation" under Secretary of Commerce Saw- 
yer, late in April. 

The selection as Undersecretary of Commerce will 
be popular, particularly in truck and bus circles. 

Before World War II, Jack was chief attorney, ICC 
Motor Carrier Bureau. He doubled in brass as General 
Counsel of the Office of Defense Transportation, during 
the administration of the late Joseph B. Eastman. Since 
leaving ICC and ODT, Counsel Scott has participated in 
important transportation cases before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and Federal Courts, representing the 
Common Carrier Conference of ATA, National Association 
of Motor Bus Operators, and others. 

At press time his confirmation by the Senate had 
not been announced.

Whatever the differences are, it would be better to 
iron them out -- rather than toy with the two-meeting idea. 


Transportation for defense. 

"The transportation industry and civil defense at all 
levels should establish and maintain the closest possible 
working relations" -- was the conclusion of transportation 
executives after a three-day meeting at the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration's staff college. Seven representa- 
tives of each form of transportation (highway, rail, water, 
and air) appointed, stated: 

"In view of the unsettled war conditions today, and 
in view of the kinds of weapons which are being made and 
are available for use by nations unfriendly to us, an 
effectively operated civil defense program is essential for 
the security of our nation... .* 

Let's not forget there was a sneak attack just a little 
over 10 years ago. 





Transportation under the Secretary of Commerce? 

The Federal Aid Bill (HR 7340) as amended and reported 
out by the House Committee on Public Works provides in part 
as follows: 

"The Secretary of Commerce shall prepare... a pro=- 
gram setting forth the essential action. . . necessary 
to increase and promote safety on the highways, roads and 
streets of the United States. This program... shall 
include, but shall not be limited to... the formulation 
of standards for highway construction and vehicle control 
from the viewpoint of safety and for safety features to be 
incorporated in motor vehicles .. ." 

Could be the start of a trend? 





Draft calls are going up. 

By midsummer or early fall, the draft will be tak- 
ing nearly 50,000 men a month. Reason is reserves are 
coming out. Here are the latest figures on draft 
requirements: 

April, 19,000; May, 19,000; June, 10,000; and July, 
31,000. Watch for a steady climb in requirements by 
fall. That spells even tougher deferments.

How Roadway Express Trains Its

ITH RAPID EXPANSION, top management is always 
W centre with the vital problem of getting com- 

petent men to handle the many new supervisory 
jobs necessary for efhcient management. 

Faced with the necessity of finding an answer to this 
teasing problem, company executives at Roadway Ex 
press, Inc.. Akron, came up with a training program 
aimed at developing men capable of handling super- 
visory jobs in these fields: dock foreman, dispatcher, 
office manager, salesman and terminal manager. With 
refinements and revisions to fit the changing situation, 
the program has been under way since 1946, 

Result: 25 qualified supervisors in various fields, and 


more in process of training. 


Details of the Program e Ideally, Roadway’s formal 
training program lasts from 12 to 20 months depending 
on capability of the trainee. During this period of time 
the trainee spends time in seven departments: accounts 
receivable, 245 to 315 months: rates and billing, 6 
months: night dispatching, 3 months; OS&D and tracing. 
24 to 314 months; freight handling, | month; dispatch 
office, 1 month; day dispatching, 2 months. Trainees 
stick as closely as possible to this progression but if it 
cannot be followed, the only stipulation is that they start 
in one of these departments: accounts receivable, rates 
and billing, OS&D and tracing, or freight handling. 
Company executives have outlined in detail the in- 
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formation each trainee is to be exposed to during his 
time in each of the seven departments. In this way. 
when a trainee finishes his formal training, the company 


is assured of each man having the same knowledge. 


When Trainee Finishes, What Then? ¢ When the 
trainee has completed the formal phase of the program. 
he is usually given a series of trouble-shooting jobs. For 
example, if there is a bad dock situation in one of Road- 
ways 6] terminal points, a trainee who has completed 
this phase of his program successfully might be sent to 
the point to help the terminal manager straighten out 
the situation. He might be at the spot for two or three 
days or he might be there for several months, depending 
on how serious the situation is. 

There are two major advantages for Roadway in this 
trouble-shooting operation: the terminal manager gets 
additional, qualified assistance in solving the problem 
and the trainee gets excellent, on-the-job training as 
assistant to the supervisor. 


Trouble Shooting Gives Executive Training « 
Roadway executives feel that two of the most important 
requirements for success as a trucking official are: the 
ability to handle people and the ability to walk into a 
“hot” spot and solve the difficulty. The trainee gets 
training in both of these when he is on a trouble-shooting 
assignment. He learns to evaluate the men in the teminal., 
and the terminal manager. He learns how to study a 
problem. But, most important, he learns that in solving 
the problem he must work with people and get them to 
work with him. 


Evaluating the Trainee ¢ The key to the success of 
Roadway’s training program is their written evaluation 
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system (discussed on the following two pages). Each 
month each trainee is asked to make a written analysis 
of what he has learned each week during the month. On 
the reverse side of this sheet, the terminal manager or 
supervisor is asked to answer a list of questions about 
the trainee and make a written comment about his abil- 
ity. When the supervisor completes his rating of the 
trainee. he shows it to the trainee. In doing this, the 
rating form becomes an additional training de- 
vice which helps the trainee keep a month-by- 
month check on his progress. 


Sources of Trainees e¢ Roadway has three major 
sources for trainees: qualified men already in the com- 
pany. colleges and universities and qualified applicants 
from schools other than colleges. In the two latter cate- 
gories Roadway requires that the man be in the upper 
half of his graduating class and he must have an interest 
in varied extra-curricular activities. The trainee does 
not have to have experience in the trucking field but his 
previous employment record has a bearing on whether 
he is hired or not. The most important requirement is 
that the applicant must have potential leadership ability 
and must be willing to be transferred from city to city 


as the need arises. 


Selection Process ¢ During the six years of operation 
of its training program, Roadway has refined its selec- 
tion process to the point where it has become vitally 
important to the success of the program. Making sure 
that the initial selection of a trainee is correct has as- 
sured Roadway that the majority of trainees will com- 
plete the program. This saves time and money. To date, 
almost all trainees have completed the program, and 
70 per cent of these are still with the company. 
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KEY TO ROADWAY ’s successful 
program are the monthly reports 
to management which give the 
trainee’s appraisal of what he’s 
learned, and the manager's ap- 
praisal of the trainees’ progress. 
Discussion of the report gives 
both parties a chance to learn 
more. 


In detail, the selection process works like this: 
1. No trainee is hired unless there is a need for one. 


2. Applicants are screened and interviewed by 
Herman Stehmeyer, who is in charge of the program. 
At that time, a complete outline of the program is gone 
over in detail with the prospective employee. 


3. If the applicant is apparently acceptable, he is 
interviewed by R. W. Corns, vice president of sales and 
traffic, who makes the final decision. 


4. If there is any doubt as to the eligibility of an 
applicant or if the applicant has any doubt as to whether 
he wants to work for Roadway, he is given a second or 
third set of interviews. In this way, costly hiring mis- 
takes are almost entirely avoided. 


Flexibility of Program e Although it is the desire of 
Roadway officials to have each trainee complete the 
program, the program is flexible enough to transfer a 
man to another job at any point or pull him out to do 
a special job. For example, take the case of Dick 
Merrin. Dick had gone part way through the program 
when a need arose for a man with public relations ex- 
perience. Dick had been in radio for a number of years 
so he was called on to do the job. He did so well that 
company officials decided he would be more valuable 
continuing his public relations work. Two months ago 
the company announced that Dick was promoted to 
Director of Public Relations. 


To give an example of Roadway’s program in action and 
to show how their rating system works, FLEET OWNER 
has followed the step-by-step training career of Tom 
Coates who started on the program in March, 1950...

Body Built for 


FITTING TRUCK DESIGN to the conditions of loading and 
unloading is an important part of the planning for more 
efficient materials handling. According to William H. 
Combs, materials handling engineer, The F&M Schaefer 
Brewing Company, it’s just as impor- 
tant as the mechanical devices which 

transfer cargo from plant to truck. 
Over at the Schaefer plant in 
Brooklyn, Combs has put into service 
an unusual truck that can be loaded 








in a fraction of the time required for 
the conventional van type. It is an 
William H. Combs 8-pallet job but no fork truck ever 
enters the body. It is loaded from 
both sides and from the rear. Glasier Body Co.. Newark, 


N. z. built the body. 


Loads From Ground Level « The ideas incorporated 
in this new truck stem from a new concept of loading 
whereby it has been found advantageous to load in a 
yard or building, but always from ground level. This 
truck does not require a loading dock, which might be 
i bottleneck.

loading level low. The loading level of this truck is 28 
in. from the ground, except for that straight-through 
portion over the rear wheels, where it is high enough to 
give wheel clearance. 

The body is 17 ft. 6 in. long, 96 in. wide and 111 in. 
high. A 96 in. door opening is provided on each side 
ahead of the rear wheels. A removable partition bisects 
the area between the doors. Each side of the partition 
takes two 36 by 44 in. pallets which carry very close 
to a ton of beer in containers. Actual weight of the 
loaded pallet will vary a little, depending on the packag- 
ing used, but it will probably be within 100 pounds or 
so of a ton. 

When draft beer is carried the pallets have concave 
sections so the half barrels will nest properly. There 
are four containers to the layer and they are stacked 
three high. 

Over the rear wheels there are doors which open 
sufficiently to load a single pallet from each side. There 
is a center partition here too. When the truck is used 
for route delivery these compartments are left unloaded 
so they can be used for empties. The driver can then 
load empties without wrestling with the rest of the load. 
[he rear doors are full truck width opening, and the 
rear compartment is without a center partition. It is, 
however, separated from the compartments over the 
wheels 

Unloading at a branch or distributor’s place could 
be done exactly the reverse of loading at the brewery.

However, this truck is intended as a route truck, and 
it is on the delivery route with its sidewalk unloading 
that the big bulge comes. The low floor can be con- 
sidered a major blessing for hand unloading. 


Mixed Loads e Route trucks may carry beer in as 
many as six different types of containers including the 
half barrels. Any or all types may be wanted at any 
stop. By removing the center partition, the driver can 
get at any part of the mixed load without doing any 
unloading from the traffic side. The partitions, being 
a series of wooden slats fitted to fixed top and bottom 
grooves, are no problem to get out of the way. 

The pallets rest on a steel floor with a non-skid tread 
design. The floor is pitched slightly towards the parti 
tions to prevent loads shifting towards the doors. De- 
spite generous separation between pallets for conveni- 
ence in loading and unloading, experience shows there 
is no tendency for the load to shift. 

All of the doors except those over the rear wheels 
are of the folding type with piano hinges at the joint. 
They are latched securely top and bottom by means of 
a removable handle. 

At about 6000 lb the body is too heavy. Now that 
the prototype is built, the weight-saving program can 
and will start. It shouldn’t be difficult. This may in- 
crease the cost—which is now about $100 per foot—but 
not enough to be discouraging. There’s a feeling 2000 lb 
can be taken out of the body, possibly more. END

How You Can Increase 
Unit Payloads Within Legal Limits 


> Reducing unit cost by increasing production is the 
basis of American production superiority. By the 
same token, increasing payloads within legal limits 


will reduce transportation costs. 


Here’s a story about what one company has done 
to increase payloads. It contains ideas which can be 


used by any trucking company. 





TODAY, ONE OF THE major problems 
of all oil companies is the job of dis- 
tributing the finished product to bulk 
plants, distributors, retail filling sta- 
tions and private homes. Increased di- 
rect labor costs have made it increas- 
ingly difficult to keep the price at a 
competitive level. 

In order to solve this problem, The 
Standard Oil Company (Ohio) de- 
veloped equipment to keep its distri- 
bution costs competitive under cur- 
rent inflationary tendencies. In early 
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1950, Standard Oil’s operations de- 
partment, in cooperation with three 
manufacturers, started a project to 
produce a tractor-trailer combination 
to haul the maximum legal payload. 


What Standard Did ¢ Previously, 
the delivery operation had been han- 
dled by a 5,000 gal. tractor semi- 
trailer using 184 hp engines. Since 
the company had set 45 mph as a 
maximum speed, and since the units 
operate at least 50 per cent of the 
time without payload, a smaller dis- 
placement engine producing less 
horsepower was indicated. The first 
steps in designing the unit were, quite 
naturally, done on paper. Specifica- 
tions were drawn for a vehicle using 
a 150 hp engine with a suitable trans- 
mission and a two-speed rear axle. 
Still on paper, a_ tank trailer, 
equipped with a Hoobler undercar- 
riage was matched to this tractor and 
the weight distribution analyzed ac- 
cording to each axle and to the bridge 
formula. A drawing of the complete 
unit and the weight analysis was sub- 
mitted to the Ohio State Police and 
Ohio State highway engineers who 
approved the projec t. 
The work 
units conforming to these specifica- 
tions were fabricated and tested to 


paper now complete, 


substantiate the paper analysis. Ac- 
tual weights were obtained, road tests 
run and maneuverability checked. The 
complete unit was put into operation 
in one division, and several drivers 
were assigned to the unit. They were 
briefed on the overall scope of the

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PM Routine For 
Starting Systems 


The Willett Co., a fleet operator, and the Sun 
Electric Co., an instrument manufacturer, 
got together and worked out a PM routine 
to keep the starting system working without 
trouble. These pictures show the steps in

How to Bargain Under the 


Wage Stabilization Laws 


Bargaining for the fleet owner has become even more 
complex under the new government ground rules. To 
find out what you should know about the subject, 
FLEET OWNER went to Ben Miller. Industrial Rela- 
tions Director, ATA. (For Miller’s opinions on the man- 


power situation see FO, April, “52, p. 57.) 
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FLEET OWNER-—\r. Miller, we 
have had wage stabilization for 
more than a year now. Has this 
simplified collective bargaining in 


the trucking industry? 


MILLER—On the contrary, stabili- 
zation has made bargaining more dif- 
ficult. In fact, stabilization has raised 
new issues, putting management's 
bargaining skill to a greater test than 
under ordinary circumstances. 


FO—W hat do you mean by that? 


MILLER—-Well, just this: the Wage 
Stabilization Board has stabilized 
trucking “rates.” but has left the door 
wide open as to shorter work-weeks, 
welfare plans and other fringes. This 
has led unions to shift emphasis from 


rates to benefits even more costly. 
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FO—But won't WSB refuse to ap- 

prot € excessive CONCEeSSLONS AS Ull- 

stabilizing ? 
MILLER—Hardly. WSB leans back 
as far as it can to approve any agree- 
ment made by an employer with a 
union, and usually does. Any trucking 
employer who agrees to an exorbitant 
union demand with the idea—or the 
hope—that WSB will bail him out by 
refusing to approve it is in for a rude 
shock. 

In the first place, an employer has 
both a moral and a legal obligation 
to join with the union in petitioning 
WSB for approval of the agreement. 
More than that, the union will expect 
him to “go to bat” with the union in 
pressuring the board members into 
giving approval. That’s natural. 


FO—VW hat advice would you give. 
then, foan employer u ho has nego

tiations coming up with a union 


MILLER The best advice I can 
give him is to forget that there are 
any stabilization rules, and to bar- 
gain just as hard as he always has in 
the past to keep his costs down to a 
minimum. By all means, he should 
not concede something he otherwise 
would not give, on the flimsy ground 
that the wage board won't let it go 
through anyhow. He'll be sorry. 

In most cases, WSB will find a way 
to okay it. When this happens enough 
times, serious harm can be done to the 
industry as a whole by establishing 


questionable practices as precedents. 


FO—But what about the wage 
“ceilings” ? Shouldn't a trucker try 
to keep his increase under the 
“ceiling” 7 
MILLER—Generally speaking, yes 
All employers and unions are sup- 
posed to bargain within so- alled sta- 
bilization limits. But the trouble is 
that nobody knows just what these lim- 
its are. Take the cost-of-living formu- 
la WSB has. That looks simple enough 
on the surface. It says employers may 
raise wages in accordance with the 
rise in living costs since January 15, 
1951, without WSB approval. But this 
is not a ceiling on which WSB can ap- 


prove if a case comes before it. 


FO—How is that? 
MILLER—Well, for one thing, WSB 
can use an earlier base date from 
which to measure the rise in living 
costs. It did this in the rubber cases. 
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Here's Miller's advice on four important 
effects of wage stabilization policy .. .

Theories on what makes 
knurling tick... 


Pistons given the interrupted surface 
treatment can be fitted tighter without 
re-distributing the surface metal of 
piston and cylinder in all the wrong 
places. If you want to know the reasons 
for this you can take your pick from a 


number of theories. 


- One is that the valleys act as oil 
pockets continuously distributing 
sufficient oil over the affected areas 


to prevent metal-to-metal contact. 


- Another is that the oil in the val- 
leys holds local heat below the 
welding temperatures at which 


scuffing and scoring occur. 


. Another is that the valleys act as 
traps for foreign particles that on 
a smooth surface might start all the 


trouble. 


Still another is that the valleys 
serve as expansion joints by getting 
smaller when the piston expands, 
with the result that the diameter 


stays about where you want it.

Operation and Equipment « At 
present this equipment has several 
names, all of them deriving from the 
word “knurl” which means to supply 
with ridges. Essentially, it is a fixture 
for holding the piston in a horizontal 
position with either of the thrust sides 
up. A knurling wheel is applied under 
pressure to the thrust side of the pis- 
ton. Relative movement between the 
knurling wheel and piston is con- 
trolled by

job, to re-size a worn piston for in- 
stallation in a worn cylinder. Satis- 
factory re-sizing has been accomp- 
lished up to 0.020 in. (0.010 in. per 
side) although there is seldom any 
reason for so large an increase. 

The treatment is flexible enough 
that diameter on the area just under 
the rings and opposite the pin bosses 
can be increased more than the diam- 
eter on the skirt of the piston. This 
seems to be ace epted practice for worn 
pistons when new rings are installed. 
Thus the part of the piston having 
greatest contact with that portion of 
the cylinder worn by ring travel is 
larger than the skirt, where wear is 
slight. The favored figure for this 
difference is 0.003 in. 

When new pistons are prepared for 
installation in reconditioned cylinders 
the treatment does not cost anything 
because cam grinding is eliminated. 
In these cases the recommendation is 
to bring the piston up to half the 
normal clearance. However, after the 
boys get used to the process they seem 
to give the piston 0.001 in. clearance. 
regardless of normal piston size. 

Value of the tight fit is well estab- 
lished. Pistons are prevented from 
rocking in the cylinder. With rocking 
reduced to a minimum, the piston 
rings are held squarely against the 
cylinder wall—instead of alternately 
tilting so that one edge or the other 


is getting the brunt of the wear. Also, 
with tilting eliminated, rings can last 
longer because they do not wear 
barrel-shaped. 

Decreasing clearance between pis- 
ton and cylinder reduces oil con- 
sumption, noise, and rate of wear. 
Without the interrupted surface treat- 
ment, fitting pistons at the previously 
indicated clearances would result in 
scuffing or scoring and, in severe 
cases, seizure. On pistons with the 
interrupted surface these hazards are 
eliminated. 

There is no indication that the ex- 
act pattern of the interruptions is 
critical, although there are probably 
arguments in favor of one or another. 
Several different patterns are 
and all of them seem to be successful. 

At the moment it is uncertain how 
much longer life can be expected of 


used 


pistons so treated. Our researches did 


not lead us to any pistons that had 
been removed. All included in the 
research were still going strong.

How Do You Begin? ¢« The first 
step in any tire program is some type 
of record keeping system. To Hankins, 
record keeping meant branding each 
tire and maintaining a “Tire Mileage 
Card” on each one. The card contains 
invaluable information including 
make, size and cost, the vehicle and 
wheel on which it has been placed, 
and the date it was placed in service. 
From then on, any attention required 
by the tire is recorded on the card

LABOR ROUND-UP 


Seizure Costly 


@ Seizing private property to settle a labor dispute can 
be costly to the federal government. Washington is 
learning this now that it is making “just compensation” 
to the 103 midwest trucking firms seized in 1944 in 
order to put into effect a seven-cent hourly wage increase 
ordered by the War Labor Board. It may have to pay 
heavily again when the railroads and steel mills are 
turned back to private operation. 

Back of it all are recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court that seizing a company in a labor dispute amounts 
to the “taking” of private property. And the Fifth 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution states that the 
federal government may not take private property for 
public use without “just compensation” to the owners. 

\s a result. the 103 midwest trucking companies 
seized during the war are now collecting varying 
amounts from the government under claims awarded 
through the Motor Carrier Claims Commission. This 
commission was set up by Congress specifically to handle 
claims of these companies growing out of that seizure. 

\t press time, nine of the midwest trucking firms 
had been awarded claims. Ordinarily the commission 
determines just compensation to be the “fair rental 
value —-plus four per cent interest—of the equipment 
and property for the seizure period, less any profits the 
firm may have made or, if there is a loss. the loss is 
added. 

In the leading case, however, involving R-B Freight 
Lines, the commission added to the “fair rental value” 
$13.240 for damage to equipment “beyond ordinary 
wear and tear” and another $2,500 for cancellation of a 
contract with an oil company. R-B Freight was awarded 
$169,900 

Of the other eight firms, four made profits under 
government and four suffered losses. Those getting 
awards were Chief Freight Lines, Witte Transportation, 
Gillette Motor lransport, Hawkeye Motor Express, Lew 
Way Motor Freight, Arkansas Motor Freight, Hi-Speed 
Motor Express and Powell Bros. Truck Lines. 

Total claims of the 103 firms add up to $39 million. 


Dispute & Seizure Powers 


e Stung by the government's handling of the basic steel 
dispute, Congress seemed in a mood to do something. 
When the Wage Stabilization Board made its recom- 
mendations for a 26-cent package increase and a union 
shop, a cry went up in Congress to investigate the tri- 
partite board and to curb its role in disputes . . . par- 
ticularly in non-economic issues like the union shop. 
lhen, President Truman seized the steel plants under

his “general welfare” powers under the Constitution, 
avoiding the Taft-Hartley 80-day injunction. Sentiment 
immediately increased for enacting special seizure legis- 
lation so that the President’s powers and the rights of 
the companies and workers would be clarified. 
Congress may clip WSB’s wings in renewing the 
Defense Production Act. but chances of special seizure 


legislation during this session are not considered good. 


Trucking Labor Forum 


e How to operate under wage and salary controls will 
be discussed at the Third Annual National Forum on 
Trucking Industrial Relations sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Trucking Associations. It will be at the Cosmo- 
politan Hotel in Denver, June 23-26. Top officials of 
the wage and salary control boards will participate. 


Teamster Truck Check 


e More information is being asked of truck drivers in 
the fourth teamsters’ truck check set for the week of 
May 11. Besides checking on union membership and 
general information, the checker’s report card has blanks 
for indicating whether his equipment is “leased™ or 
“company-owned,” and whether it is serviced at a “com- 
pany terminal” or “service station.” 


Trucks & Post Office 


e Teamsters are backing a bill by Sen. Magnuson of 
Dave Beck’s home state, Washington, requiring the pay- 
ment of “prevailing” wages on contracts let by the U.S. 
Post Office for carrying the mail by truck. Of course. 
the prevailing wage would be the union scale. The bill 
is S. 2830. It won't pass. Congress is too busy politicking. 

In Cincinnati, the U. S. Post Office mail trucks deliv- 
ered three tons of coal in 40-pound paper bags to a 
department store whose drivers, in Teamster Local 161, 
had struck. Postage came to $96. 


Wage Control Enforcement 


e If you unintentionally violated the wage or salary 
control regulations, the likely penalty will be disallow- 
ance of the excess pay as a cost for income tax purposes. 
That is, if you admit your violation and cooperate with 
the enforcement officials. 

This policy is set forth in General Order No. 15 
issued by Economic Stabilizer Putnam on April 5. Until 
then, enforcement commissions had no guide as to how 
much they could soak you. The range was from zero 
up to your entire payroll. END

Production lines throughout the 
nation have an insatiable hunger 
for steel. Without it they can’t 
function and the steel battle was 
sure to dilute an already none too 
plentiful supply. Government sei- 
zure kept the mills operating but it 
didn't come in time to prevent 
losses. Many of the companies had 
already banked their 
preparation for a strike and days 
of vital output were lost. 

To the trucking industry the loss 
would hurt not only in vehicle 
and parts production but on the 
highway front as well. To the De- 
troit automotive industry, hoping 
for increased quotas to remedy its 
unemployment problem, the situa- 
tion was a serious setback

Free Enterprise the Answer 

® The answer to industry’s prob-

Pennsylvania Sets Off Chain 
Reaction 

® New truck laws in Pennsylvania 
last month were setting off a chain 
of far reaching repercussions 

One of Pennsylvania’s moves 
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was to levy an eight-mill tax on 
all out-of-state trucks operating on 
Pennsylvania highways. The im- 
mediate result was cancellation by 
Ohio of its reciprocity agreement 
on such taxes. All Pennsylvania 
trucks and buses operating in Ohio 
will now have to pay the Ohio util- 
ity tax $20 per year per truck 
unit and $4 per passenger seat on 
buses 

Another Pennsylvania law had 
started a reported migration of 
some truck firms to * Maryland 
Pennsylvania sets a 45,000 pound 
limit According to Maryland 
newspapers several companies 
were moving their headquarters 
to that state. Here’s the twist. In 
Maryland the weight limit is 65,000 
pounds. But Pennsylvania beat 
that one by cancelling its recip- 
rocal agreement 


Utah Tightens 
Weight Limits 


® Seeking to minimize further 
breaking up of Utah’s waterlogged, 


badly chuckholed highways, the 


Utah State Road Commission has 
clamped emergency speed and 
weight restrictions on most major 
routes. Commission Chairman D 
H. Whittenburg noted that an un- 
usually heavy series of winter 
snows, punctuated by thawing 
weather, had pushed up the water 
table, softening many roadbeds 
Truck and bus speed was cut to 35 
mph on affected highways, with 
legal load limits cut from 18,000 
to 16,000 lbs on single axles and 
from 16,500 to 15,000 lbs per axle 
on dual-axle jobs 

Major highways on which such 
limits are in force include U.S. 89 
from Thistle ‘to the Arizona line 
US 30 S from Weber Canyon to 
the Wyoming line and from Tre- 
monton to the Idaho line; US 40 
from Summit County to the Colo- 
rado line: US 50-6 from Spanish 
Fork Canyon to Helper; US 91 
from Utah County and Levan to 
the Arizona line, and the Logan- 
Garden City sector of US 89. Thus 
virtually every major sector of 
non-metropolitan highway is in- 
cluded in the limitation except for 
the desert section of US 40 west 
from the Salt Lake City region to 
the Nevada line

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Here's Legislative Trend — 


¢ With nine of the seventeen states holding legislative ses- 
sions already adjourned it is possible to get an idea of 
which way the states are heading. Here is a breakdown of 
legislative action to date: 


Anti-Diversion 

Constitutional amendments prohibiting diversion of high- 
way funds have been proposed in four states. In Arizona the 
measure has been approved by the Legislature and will be 
submitted to the voters in November. Both Houses in Virginia 
have adopted a resolution expressing opposition to diversion 
Anti-diversion bills in New Jersey and Rhode Island have not 
as yet received action. New York's bill died with the end of 
the session. 


Toll Roads 

Georgia has created a Turnpike Authority paving the way 
for toll roads. Virginia has approved a measure delegating 
toll road authority to the State Highway Commission. In Mas- 
sachusetts a law is now pending for establishment of toll road 
authority. Michigan is considering similar legislation and New 
Jersey has two bills pending for construction of a toll road 
from Cape May to Paterson. In Missouri a turnpike bill has 
been pending since May, 1951 


Highway Planning 

New Jersey has established a highway study commission 
of 3 state senators, 3 representatives and 3 citizens. Cali- 
fornia has established a joint fact finding committee. A new 
York bill is currently awaiting the Governor's signature to 
create a 13-member study committee. Virginia is creating a 
9-member commission to study weight problems 


Regulation 

Massachusetts is planning to restrict vehicle height to 1242 
feet and increase length to 55 feet. Mississippi is considering 
an increase in length of single units and combinations. Mis- 
souri is eliminating its present weight formula and basing 
limits on axle spacing graduated from 32,000 Ibs if spacing 
is 4 feet, to 60,010 if spacing is 39 feet or over. Massachusetts 
and Missouri have adopted bills providing for a graduated 
scale of penalties for overweight. 


Highway Taxation 

Six states and the District of Columbia have proposed 
increased motor fuel tax rates. They are Arizona, District of 
Columbia, Maryland, Massachusetts, Missouri, and New York 
New Jersey has received a recommendation for an increase 
from the State Highway Commission. 

Bills providing changes in registration fees and other motor 
vehicle taxes have been approved or are pending in six states. 
California has a proposal for a mileage tax on non-resident 
trucks not covered by reciprocal agreements. Michigan is con- 
sidering a ton-mile tax. Missouri has adopted an increase in 
registration fees for commercial vehicles, the increase going 
as high as 300 percent in heavy weight classifications. The 
New York Legislature has approved a bill amending the defi- 
nition of gross weight for registration purposes. New Jersey 
has a proposal requiring common and contract carriers to get 
permits from the Public Utilities Commission for each vehicle

commission died upon adjournment. Idaho called a special 
session giving the Governor authority to waive certain pro- 
visions of the ton-mile tax with respect to out-of-state

Now comes an impartial report from the New Jersey Society of Engi- 
neers which points out that there are two sides to the story, 


At Last: An Impartial Survey 


New Jersey Society of Engineers takes a look at 
highways and finds that many of the things trucking 


industry has said are true. 


e In April, 1950, the New Jersey 
State Highway Commissioner sug- 
gested to the state’s Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers that it appoint 
a special committee to study and 
report on the alleged highway 
damage caused by trucks. Last 
month the state’s trucking indus- 
try was hailing the recently pub- 
lished report as “eminently fair 
and impartial 

The report was by no means en- 
tirely favorable to the trucking in- 
dustry. Its overall approach to the 
problem was best summed up in 
the statement, “It is as wrong to 
say that truck loads are completely 
responsible as to say that they have 
little or no effect.” 

Here are some of the report's 
findings—direct quotations from 
the official published versions: 


Roads Don’t Last Forever 

e “Unfortunately, even engi- 

neers hold a layman's viewpoint 

of expecting a road to last for- 
irrespective of traffic pat- 
terns, progress and economics 
When general failures occur re- 
peatedly the most common cause 
is found to be in the (incorrect) 
assumption of future conditions 
made at the time of design.” 


evel 
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Rule of Thumb Design 

e “The design of bridges is 
scientific. The design of roads is 
by rule of thumb. Great care is 
exercised to obtain an immov- 
able foundation for bridges. Un- 
til recently existing subgrades 
were used (for highways) re- 
gardless of their texture.” 


Restriction Unfair 

e “Most trucks using our high- 
ways are operating under legal 
license and represent a tre- 
mendous financial investment. 
To forbid or restrict the future 
use of the units now in 
would impose a _ penalty 
state cannot justify.”

Support Industry Figures 

e “The figures submitted by the 
truck association (single axle 
load 28,000 pounds, tandem 
loads 40,000 pounds) are not 
unreasonable from a _ technical 
viewpoint, and if adopted and 
intelligently recognized in pave- 
ment design would result in a 
road system better adapted to 
the industrial and commercial 
position of the state.’ 


Sub-soil Important 
e “The speed of destruction ap- 


pears to be related to the char- 
acter and quality of the sub-soil, 
sufficiency of drainage provisions 
and the type and quality of ex- 
traordinary maintenance. It was 
also noted that the more serious 
damage was done to the older 
pavements which comprised a 
large part of the highway sys- 
tem.” 


End Diversion 

Although the report held some 
comfort for almost everyone—it 
didn’t exonerate trucks from all 
blame and at one point suggested 
a revision of license fees on a 
weight basis—it was by far one 
of the most favorable surveys eve! 
published. Among its recommen- 
dations was that New Jersey end 
all diversion of highway funds “in 
order to provide adequate highway 
facilities 


Maryland Road Test 

The New Jersey engineers also 
took a good look at the Maryland 
Road Test and decided it would 
take a while to draw real conclu- 
sions. However, their report had 
this to say: “The present condition 
of the test road is not unsatisfac- 
tory. Some of the new cracks are 
difficult to see. The road has not 
broken up. The road still looks 
good The subgrade of the road 
is not good and not an average.” 


Want Own Test 

Claiming that the “U. S. Test 
Road in Maryland cannot be com- 
pared with New Jersey highways” 
and that the test was “not conclu- 
sive except to demonstrate the ne- 
cessity for additional tests and re- 
search,” the engineers recommend- 
ed that New Jersey construct two 
tests roads of its own; one Portland 
Cement Concrete, the other Bitu- 
minous Concrete. 


Going to the Public 

Although the report itself was 
first submitted to the Highway De- 
partment some months ago it only 
became public last month when 
the state Motor Truck Association 
printed a four-page summary. This 
was distributed to legislators, edi- 
tors, and other public figures 
throughout New Jersey. There is 
little doubt that the report would 
play a strong role in future Jersey 
legislature and also exert some in- 
fluence across the nation. 

The New Jersey trucking indus- 
try was continuing its project of 
taking its case to the people

India Plans Highway System 


The eyes of the world are turned to the East. In this 
special report FLEET OWNER takes a look at India’s 


five year plan.

. ls reawakening to the impor- 
tance of highway transportation 

In ancient times, India was one 
of the great road building coun- 
tries of the world. But during mod- 
ern times, her system has 
been sadly neglected 

Now that the new republic is 
seeking to establish herself as a 
major power, she realizes how 
much her economic progress is de- 
pendent upon a good road network. 
Consequently, the Indian govern- 
ment is embarking on a new road- 
building program called for under 
the Five Year Plan. 


road 
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THE HIGHWAY PROGRAM— 
The Indian government plans to 
spend $71,400,000 on moderniza- 
tion of its national highway net- 
work in the next five years. Here’s 
what the nation expects to get for 
its money: 

® At present there are 11,800 miles 
of national highways in existence. 
Under the plan that figure will be 
boosted to 13,400 

® The national highway system 
needs 112 major bridges to im- 
prove its efficiency. As part of the 
plan 60 of these will be built. 

® The national highway system 
needs 1,800 miles of new roads to 
link it into an integral unit. Ap- 


proximately 750 miles of such links 
will be constructed. 

STATE ROADS—tThe national 
highway program is super-im- 
posed upon the states’ own road- 
building plans. Just as in the 
United States, the individual states 
construct their own highways with 
the federal government and the 
state sharing financial responsibil- 
ity. For these state roads $193,- 
400,000 will be spent in the five 
year period. Added to this are local 
programs, on a municipal or city 
level. It all adds up to an all-out 
road building program 

A DIFFICULT TASK-—But de- 
spite all these plans the task ahead 
is not easy. The Indian govern- 
ment is facing the problem of mak- 
ing amends for years of neglect 
and will probably pay dearly for 
previous errors. 

In a nation of 1,210,000 square 
miles there are only 240,000 miles 
of roads—less than 0.20 miles of 
road per square mile. The United 
States has an average of five times 
that. Even worse is the fact that 
of that total only about 98,000 
miles of India’s roads are surfaced. 

The problem in India is a tre- 
mendous one—a good example of 
what happens when a nation al- 
lows its roads to degenerate 
India’s experience, while extreme, 
is a real lesson to all countries. 
THE SOLUTION—Solving such a 
problem calls for more than money. 
It needs the technical know-how 
of men trained in road construc- 
tion. Realizing that fact and want- 
ing to get the best return for each 
dollar it invests, India has gone to 
America and Britain for help. It 
has sent teams of engineers to the 
West where they have been 
schooled in the latest technical de- 
velopments and it is to these men 
that India is looking for guidance 
in its present highway program. 
To keep its technical advances on 
a continuing basis, the government 
has established a Central Road 
Research Institute in Delhi which 
is analyzing and checking all the 
data it can amass in an attempt to 
come up with the best possible an- 
swers for the country. 

The five year plan is no more 
than a good start—the Indian gov- 
ernment realizes that. But it is the 
necessary first step in a program 
to bring one of the world’s first 
roadbuilding nations up-to-date 
again.

“Wheat men and feed mill oper- 
ators told me of the many problems 
involved in grain shipping,” Sulli- 
van recalls. “In the area farmers 
sacked their wheat in the fields 
and hauled it in small trucks to 
the railroad. They convinced me 
that there was a great need for a 
simplified procedure to do the job 
Industry is always looking for short 
cuts, so why not something to more 
efficiently supply the nation’s 
food?” 


The Long Search « It took Sulli- 
van a good many years to find the 
short cut. In fact, it was not until 
very recently that his tank trucks 
were ready to appear in the grain 
fields. 

The equipment now used by 
Blue Line for grain hauling has all 
been specially constructed to Sulli- 
van's specifications. The trailers 
are made largely of aluminum to 
increase the payload. They are 
loaded by a portable auger pow- 
ered by a 6-hp gas engine. It takes 
one hour to completely load 720 
bu. of grain into a trailer through 
a top hatch. Unloading is accom- 
plished in 12 minutes by another 
auger built in the bottom of the V- 
shaped tank-trailer 

To Sullivan and Blue Lines the 
new development has meant in- 
creased business; to farmers it 
means savings in time, labor, and 
money. It’s another of how

pressed rates on competitive busi- 
ness.” 

Senate Bill 2518, he told the 
Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, could be- 
come “a device for widespread and 
destructive rate warfare on care- 
fully selected commodities.” 

“The railroads have just as much 
freedom under the Interstate Com- 
merce Act as other forms of trans- 
portation which are subject to the 
Act,” he said. ““As the Commission 
pointed out in its 52nd annual re- 
port to Congress, the regulation 
provided for motor carriers is, if 
anything, more comprehensive 
than that provided for the rail- 
roads.” 


Fear Rate Cuts 

“If this bill were enacted as now 
written, the railroads would have 
almost complete freedom to juggle 
their rates to the serious detriment 
of both the public and competing 
transportation agencies,” Beiser 
testified. 

“They would be in a position to 
freely increase their rates on rail- 
bound traffic, while holding down 
the rates on competitive traffic to 
unreasonably low levels. 

“Thus, in effect, shippers of rail- 
bound commodities could be made 
to foot the bill for an unprecedent- 
ed rate war on competitive com- 
modities.” 


Carriers Vulnerable 

Highway carriers of new motor 
vehicles, he said, are particularly 
vulnerable to these attacks because 
their operating authority from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
restricts them to transportation of 
a single commodity within limited 
and carefully defined territories 

Through ICC regulation under 
the law, he said, Congress has 
“placed tight limits on the opera- 
tions of these carriers” and “in 
effect, by law and not by choice, 
their eggs are in one basket.” A 
carrier restricted to a single com- 
modity, he added, “must stand or 
fall with that commodity.” 

These and other controls on mo- 
tor carriers in the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, he testified, ‘afford the 
railroads a degree of protection 
which they could not hope to have 
if transportation were unregu- 


lated.” 


Believe in Controls 
“We are not seeking freedom 
from these controls,” Beiser de- 
clared. “We believe they are in the 
public interest.

Savings Cited 

Based on the low bids, the 
truck rates range from 30.5 cents 
a mile for the Sacramento-Oak- 
land route to 43 cents a mile on 
the Oakland-Vallejo route.

California Committee 
To Study Safety Rules 


® Recognizing the confusion re- 
garding commercial vehicle safety 
regulations, the California legisla- 
ture has directed one of its interim 
committees to study the problem 
and submit recommendations to 
the 1953 session of the legislature 

In a discussion of the present 
perplexities facing trucking and 
other commercial vehicle opera- 
tions, Assemblyman Charles W 


Lyon (R) of Los Angeles pointed 
out regulations governing some 
classes of commercial vehicles are 
contained in directives of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, others in 
the vehicle code and, on the other 
hand, certain other classes of com- 
mercial vehicles apparently are 
completely exempt from safety 
regulations. 

Assemblyman Lyon said consid- 
eration should be given to the 
feasibility of combining all regu- 
lations and placing them in the 
state vehicle code

Gas Turbine in Production 


Boeing announces new engines are nearing comple- 


tion and ready for Navy acceptance. 


® The Boeing Airplane Co. has re- 
vealed that it is manufacturing its 
lightweight gas turbine engine on 
a production basis at its Seattle 
plant for the Navy, although indi- 
cations are that the first production 
model has yet to be delivered 

Current production engines are 
being built for the Navy Bureau of 
Ships, to generate electrical power 
for minesweepers. Earlier engines 
are undergoing tests in a Navy per- 
onnel boat, a Kaman helicopter 
and a Kenworth heavy duty truck, 
while further installations are 
planned for a light aircraft, a mili- 
tary vehicle, a generator and a 
ground power unit for aircraft, 
Boeing said 

A number of Boeing engineers 
were present when the Navy re- 
cently unveiled a plastic 36-ft 
LCVP (landing craft, vehicle and 
personnel) at the Bremerton Navy 
Yard near Seattle. There was some 
speculation that the compact 200- 


lb, 175-hp Boeing gas turbine 
would provide an ideal power plant 
for the LCVP. 


Boeing has set up a new division 
in Seattle to handle design, pro- 
duction and marketing of its new 
engine. Its production facilities 
now include machinery for build- 
ing the entire engine with excep- 
tion of accessories, standard parts 
such as bolts and nuts, accessory 
gear drives and reduction gearing. 
An aluminum foundry has a ca- 
pacity of one ton per day.

THE 1000-MILE LUBRICATION SCHED- 
ULE for fleet operators was termed im- 
practicable by John C. Hale, Refiners 
Transport and Terminal Corp., before 
a recent American Petroleum Insti- 
tute meeting in Detroit (picture at 
left). He set 5000 miles as a workable 
interval for high mileage trucks. 
Using data from his own fleet of 
tractor-semitrailer-full trailer combi- 
nations, traveling 10,000 miles per 
month, Hale said that inspections 
every 1000 miles would cost $1276 
per year. With frequency cut to 3000 
miles the cost would be $891. And at 
5000 miles it would cost $552. 
Inspection every 1000 miles would 
mean 80 hours per month “down 
time” for inspections alone. Many op 
erators are using the 3000 mile in- 
terval, which results in 27 hours in 
the shop. Cutting 11 hours off this 
shop time by inspecting the units 
every 5000 miles permits an addi- 
tional revenue load per month. This 
additional trip could easily mean the

try do, at least to minimize the 

effect of WSB’s loose policies?

This is an important 
part of doing business and should not 
be treated lightly 


FO—You’re holding a conference 

in Denver on how to operate under 

wage controls, aren't you? 
MILLER— Yes, at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel, June 23-26. Top government 
officials and industry spokesmen will 
participate. 


FO What about “educating” 

WSB on the special problems oj 

the trucking industry? 
MILLER—That was my suggestion. 
I think employers, especially in an 
industry like trucking, should get ac- 
quainted with the public and indus- 
try members of WSB in the field. 
They should keep in touch with them 
as much as they can, and try to get 
them to understand the peculiar as- 
pects of compensation in trucking. 
Perhaps if they have a better under- 
standing of what the industry is up 
against, their policies and decisions 
may be more reasonable. END

greatest needs, “adds up to a 
whopping big problem.” 

“Fortunately,” he said, “a 
movement is under way which will 
let the individual merge his efforts 
with others in working out a solu- 
tion. 

“This is the sort of 1952 model 
Good Roads Movement, but incor- 
porating the knowledge and ex- 
perience gained since the earlier 
version which took us out of the 
mud. It is called PAR—Project: 
Adequate Roads.” 

Now being organized, he said, 
the PAR program has received en- 
thusiastic endorsement of more 
than three dozen national! organi- 
zations, including virtually every 
one of the highway user groups 
from farmers and letter carriers 
to bus operators. Steered by a Na- 
tional PAR Committee, the pro- 
gram is designed to help state 
highway officials to end the costly 
congestion on the highways, but 
the committee “will not attempt 
to take over the responsibilities 
of the highway departments.” 
State and national PAR commit- 
tees, he added, will act only in an 
advisory capacity. 

Using a “sufficiency rating” as 
a yardstick, PAR calls for estab- 
lishment of sound standards of 
construction, of ability to meet 
traffic needs and of provision for 
safety. Scoring would be scientific, 
thorough and objective, he said, 
without regards to “who lives 
where” and with the public in- 
terest as the sole consideration. 
This approach, he added, would 
eliminate political pressure and 
the pressure of particular groups 
of areas in the selection of projects

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Uniform Laws 
Gain Support 


e Uniform motor vehicle laws 
have gained considerable attention 
in the State legislatures that are 
meeting this year, a National

"lf we keep in mind the values of 
opportunity, competition, democracy, 
productivity, then it is our capitalist 
society which is the truly revolutionary 
one — the only society which offers true 
hope to the masses for release from the 
long nightmares of tyranny. It is we, 
not the Marxists with their reactionary 
ideas of the good dictator, who have the 
truly constructive, the truly revolution- 
ary ideal.” 

— from “Capitalism” by David McCord Wright. 


If we can only win recognition of this truth, 
we shall win the struggle of free men against 
communism. This editorial discusses some of 
the hurdles that must be cleared. 

To win the needed recognition that “our 
capitalistic society. ..is the truly revolution- 
ary one,” we must keep pounding away both 
abroad and at home. That is because the 
communists simultaneously attack us on an 
international front and try to undermine us 
from within. 

The present drive to rearm ourselves and 
our allies is crucial to our self-protection on 
the international front. We must be prepared 
to meet the armed force of aggressive com- 
munism with armed force if we are to secure 
our physical freedom. 


Arms are not enough 


But to re-establish parity in arms is only 
half of the battle. In the last analysis it is 
not the more important half. To be effective, 
our arms must be backed by loyalty of men 


to our ideals. So, both abroad and at home, 
we must win men to the faith that we do have 
“the truly constructive, the truly revolution- 
ary ideal.” 

On the international front, the effort to 
win adherence to such faith in our capitalist 
society meets tough going. That arises from 
the fact that in some of the countries that are 
allied with us in the fight against communism, 
capitalist society has offered to its people no 
such ideal. In varying degrees “the values of 
opportunity, competition, democracy, pro- 
ductivity” —those key aspects of American 
capitalism—are either absent or subordinated 
in their economic life. Indeed, the Wall Street 
Journal recently remarked that “to the 
European, capitalism has become synony- 
mous with cartels—and with the disregard 
cartels foster for the consumer, the worker 
and the over-all well-being of the nation’s 
economy.” 


No Simple Solution 


Nonetheless, many European labor and 
governmental leaders sincerely believe that 
cartels are essential to their economic salva- 
tion. They believe that without such restric- 
tions in congested European markets there 
would be intolerable cut-throat competition 
and instability of employment. Thus, when 
we point out that the cartel capitalism so 
prevalent in Europe lacks the constructive 
qualities of competitive American capitalism, 
we may offend European leaders whose 
wholehearted cooperation we need in the 
fight against communism. 











But, if we soft-pedal that contrast, we 
sacrifice the opportunity to win understand- 
ing and loyalty from millions of Europeans 
who have had no chance to learn that capi- 
talism can be the constructive and liberaliz- 
ing force that it is in the United States. In- 
deed, when many of these millions embrace 
socialism it is not because they love it. They 
are rather desperately seeking a tolerable 
middle course between what they consider 
the hateful extremes of communism and the 
undesirable aspects of capitalism as they un- 
derstand it. 


New name not the answer 


We know that there is no easy way to 
handle the problems created by such mis- 
understanding of American capitalism. 
Neither do we share the belief that much of 
the difficulty would be overcome if we were 
to call American capitalism by some other 
name. By doing that, the argument runs, we 
shall relieve it from the unpleasant conno- 
tations that are attached to the word capital- 
ism in some other parts of the world. But, 
after all, if we are to give up all the terms that 
have come to mean something else in other 
parts of the world, we must begin by ditching 
the term “democracy” which, in the official 
jargon of the Kremlin, seems to mean what 
we call dictatorship. 

In spite of the difficulties, however, we 
must stick to this job of exporting the truth 
that our capitalist system does offer oppor- 
tunity, competition and democracy. We must 
let the rest of the world see that it means a 
continuous drive for increased productivity, 
and the search for profits by increasing sales 
and consumption, not by trying to sell less 
for more. 


Export alone not enough 

The spreading of truth about American 
capitalism will not be effective if it is merely 
directed abroad. Unless it is carried on at 


home also, it will lack the driving faith that is 
essential to any convincing export of this 
type. Nor will export alone come to grips with 
the communist attack on our country from 
within—an attack that gets too much help 
from loyal Americans who short-sightedly re- 
pudiate the basic principles of our institu- 
tions in their efforts to reform some of their 
deficiencies. For success both at home and 
abroad, we must have right here at home a 
much more militant recognition that it is in 
fact our capitalist society which offers “the 
truly constructive, the truly revolutionary 
ideal.” 

Here at home, too, this raises difficult com- 
plications. Businessmen who are among the 
leaders and principal practitioners of capi- 
talism, have generally been catalogued as 
conservatives. Hence, many people must 
stretch their imaginations a bit to see that 
businessmen are leaders of a development 
which has so greatly and so rapidly improved 
the lot of free men in America that it is truly 
revolutionary. 

These difficulties of definition, however, 
are relatively superficial aspects of the prob- 
lem of seeing our capitalist society clearly. 
The basic facts are that: 


American capitalism is leading free 
men to an ever higher material standard 
of living while respecting their spiritual, 
social and political freedom. 

Communism is leading its people back 
into a life of servile regimentation under 
dictatorship. 


American capitalism advances to high 
ground never before attained by free men. 
Communism retreats to ground that men 
with an appetite for freedom throughout the 
ages have sought to escape. If we can estab- 
lish this truth firmly, around the world, we 
shall no longer need to worry about com- 
munism. It will be hopelessly sunk.

tonnage necessary to complete 
them would not be deducted 
from the total highway steel al- 
lotment. 

Once a state has approved a road 
project which is under the juris- 
diction of a county or local high- 
way department, BPR is con- 
sidering making a direct allot- 
ment for the necessary steel to 
the highway department con- 
cerned.

1000 for every month thereafter until 
they have an accident. Then they 
start over. These points are applied 
to prizes in a catalog put out by one 
of the promotion companies. The 
double advantage of this plan is that 
the employee gets many desirable 
items of merchandise as a bonus, and 
the company gets them at wholesale 
prices. The prize book is popular in 
the home—83 per cent of the prizes 
going to wives and children, who tend 
to keep Dad on his toes. 

For each year of driving without 
an accident, the driver gets a special 
pin showing the number of years. 
After ten years he gets an inscribed 
chronograph watch, and after 20 
years he gets 20,000 more points to 
be applied toward catalog prizes. Ev- 
ery five years thereafter brings him 
1000 points fer each year. 

Drivers also get a card from the 
Detroit Industrial Safety Council each 
year, signed by the mayor, showing 
total number of years of safe driving. 

The company also offers each 
driver a shirt or any portion of the 
company’s uniform he chooses, when 
he beats 15 consecutive days without 
an accident. 

All drivers’ names are posted on a

a special section called the “Dog 
house” is reserved for drivers who 
have a chargeable accident. Their 
names stay there for six months. Al 
though negative, “staying out of the 
doghouse,” might be considered an 
other safety incentive. 


Training Procedure ¢« Because of 
their fine record, Alger does not have 
to train inexperienced drivers. The 
company can get all it needs from the 
outside. 

Nevertheless Alger has a very thor 
ough testing and indoctrination pro- 
cedure. It includes an eye test on a 
Keystone machine which checks for 
depth perception, ¢ olor blindness. vis 
ual acuity and peripheral vision. This 
is followed by a 20-question quiz on 
Detroit traffic laws. 

When an applicant has passed these 
tests. he gets three to five days of 
training. One day is spent on com 
pany rules and regulations and “get- 
ting acquainted.” The second day is 
devoted to safety training and indoc 
trination. It includes slide films and 
movies covering truck safety inspec 
tion, fire fighting, first aid. and pro 
cedure following an accident. The 
third day is spent with a driver-train 
er. Drivers who are not passed within 
these three days are rejected 

It has been found that careful 
screening reduces rejections and later 
employee turnover to a minimum 
Exit interviews also help in deter 


mining necessary improvements. 


Safety Patrol «© A more recent an 
valuable addition to the program is a 
four-car road patrol. These cars are 
equipped with radio telephone sets 
and sper ial speedometers Two of 
them are manned by Given and his as 
sistant. The other two are staffed by 
two men who split the territory be 
tween them and act as field super 
visors. Their duties include a weekly 
check of the 18 terminals, accident 
investigation, reports on drivers—and 
in bad weather they report road con 
ditions.

higher operating pressures because of 
the inherent strength of the brazing 
materials. Such pressures permit the 
use of smaller radiators. When com- 
pared with copper and other mater- 
ials, heat transfer qualities are good. 


Other Substitutes ¢ Joseph Gur- 
ski, Ford Motor Co., said Ford has 
been experimenting with steel radia- 
tors painted inside and out, copper- 
clad steel lead alloy coating, and 
electro-plated’ copper radiators. 

Gurski concluded by saying that 
the quality realized in today’s copper 
radiator cannot be achieved by using 
present known substitutes. 


Value of Inhibitors ¢ Speaking on 
inhibitors. R. W. Scoville, Chrysler 
Corp., indicated that newer systems 
will require inhibitor additives to 
protect both the radiator and other 
cooling system parts. He pointed out 
that inhibitors will be far more im- 
portant with substitute materials, and 
that cooling system PM will be a 
definite requirement. 


Other Discussions e¢ Subsequent 
panel discussion emphasized sealed 
cooling systems as an answer to the 
corrosion problem. Sealed cooling 
systems allow the manufacturer to 
place a non-corrosive fluid in the 
radiator. However, there are three 
points which would prevent early 
adoption of sealed cooling systems: 

As yet no coolant is known in which 
the inhibitor will not break down 
quickly. 

Sealed systems do not allow ade- 
quate service, and water pump mater- 
ials are not sufficiently developed to 
permit such installations. 

Cylinder head gaskets present a 
problem. None have been found that 
will prevent leakage under distortion 
or warping. 

Question on the success of plastic 
materials in the repair of aluminum 
radiators disclosed that these have 
not been successful because it is dif- 
ficult to clean the radiator so that 
plastic will stick to the metal. It is 
also difficult to find suitable plastic 
materials since they must be insoluble 
and they must be able to withstand 
temperatures as low as —50 deg F, 
and as high as 250 deg F. Research 
and experiments are continuing in this 
regard. END

stock. It makes the change and brings 
the flat back to the station. The sta- 
tion then drops a form postcard to 
the New Bedford shops which informs 
them of the change. Hankins sends 
out a replacement and the flat is re- 
turned to New Bedford. Hankins in- 
sists on having all tire repair done 
under his own supervision to insure 
that tube patches are vulcanized and 
no cold patches are used. If it’s the

tire to an outside shop. Boots are 
never used. 

The | stations provide this tire 
changing service on a pre-arranged 
schedule of fees. A typical rate is 
$3.00 for changing an inside flat and 
$2.00 for an outside one. Road service 
is $1.00 for the first four miles and 
15 cents for each additional mile. The 
greatest benefit of the system is that 
the truck is on its way again with an 
absolute minimum of lost time. 


Tire Control Board e With a large 
number of tires scattered among 
thirty terminals and tire repair sta- 
tions, Hankins has found that his 
card files alone don’t provide the “at- 
a-glance” picture that he requires. To 
solve that problem he has installed a 
Tire Control Board. The board lists 
the various tire stations and beside 
each station are placed tags bearing 
the brand numbers of tires on hand. 
A look at the board immediately 
shows how many tires are at any sta- 
tion. If there is a tag in the “flat” 
column it means that tire must be 
picked up and replaced. 

“Our tire program is subject to 
constant revision,” Hankins points 
out. “We are always looking for a 
better way to do things—for a way to 
get greater mileage at less cost out of 
all our vehicles.
